What Makes A Show Run So Long?

NEW YORK (UPI) — It is gen­ 
erally accepted in the industry 
that program executives concern 
themselves only with new shows, 
and that the old ones are left to 
grow, like Topsy. Actually, the 
CBS television network, which al­ 
ways has had the mapority of big 
name stars, concerns itself more 
often with the old than with the 
new. 
This could be the reason why 
CBS has more long-running shows. 
What makes a show run so long? 
It’s not as easy as you would 
think. But there’s a reason for 
longevity. 
First, the basic ingredients must 
be there: 
A fine cast, skillful 
writing, production and direction 
and believability. 
But you don’t stop there. You 
don’t launch Ed Sullivan, “Gun- 
smoke,” 
“Lassie,” 
“Rawhide,” 
“The Defenders,” “The Nurses,” 
“Perry Mason” and others down 
through the years and just say: 
“Okay, viewers, these shows are 
smash hits. Not let’s turn to some­ 
thing else.”

The secret of the continuing suc­ 
cess of these shows is the fact that 
they have not been allowed to 
stagnate. We have had the audac­ 


ity to tamper with success, as it 
were, and in most cases this had 
paid off. 
A couple of seasons ago, it was 
decided 
to 
expand 
television’s 
most 
popular- 
Western, 
“Gun- 
smoke,” to a full hour. While it 
could have gone on indefinitely as 
a tremendously successful half­ 
hour program, we decided that the 
half-hour 
Western 
would 
prob­ 
ably require change in the near 
future. 
Viewers 
wanted 
more 
story, 
more time to see the characters 
develop, more dramatic motiva­ 
tion. So the decision was made. 
“Gunsmoke” went to GO minutes 
— and after two years in the hour 
format the program still shows up 
in Nielsen’s top 15. 
Ed Sullivan’s success can be 
traced to an audacious spirit — 
the refusal to stand pat. Ed con­ 
stantly makes changes, and his 
willingness to change, to present 
something 
different, 
keeps 
his 
show on top.

Recently 
CBS 
decided 
that 
“Rawhide” 
needed a new ap­ 
proach, something to set it apart 
from a routine, weekly Western 
drama. Next season a number of 
“star vehicles” will be incorpor­ 
ated in the series. Rita Hayworth 
is the first big name to be signed 
for this new “Rawhide” concept. 


A big star in an important part 
will give the program a new di­ 
mension. Writers will have more 
freedom, more flexibility, and not 
be tied to one format. 


Since “The Nurses” started two 
years ago it has attracted a large 
and sizeable audience. Women of 
all ages have embraced it in great 
numbers. 
But, 
here 
again, 
a 
change was ordered. The right 
kind of change, at the right time, 
is the life blood of any series and 
plans have been put into action to 
make “The Nurses” even more 
exciting and meaningful.

We are adding two male leads 
who will appear on a regular basis 
next season —Michael Tolan and 
Joseph Campanella. This new ap­ 
proach should increase the pro­ 
gram ’s appeal, not only by the 
presence of the leading men, but 
because the stories will be able to 
be directed towards this new mas­ 
culine aspect. 
In line with this, we plan to have 
far more stories of straight drama 
and even comedy — which has 
been done occasionally and suc­ 
cessfully in the past. There is a 
whole new avenue of romance, 
mystery and adventure to which 
the program will be oriented. 
We will have some two-part 
stories specifically in the dramatic 


area, and active attention is being 
paid to the real possibility of start­ 
ing a two-part story on “The 
Nurses” and ending it on “The 
Defenders.” The show- may also 
move outside the hospital more 
often, giving us greater scope. 
Building upon an already estab­ 
lished basis of excellence, these 
new dimensions will lead us to­ 
wards freshness, excitement and 
even broader appeal while at the 
same time preserving those values 
that have made “The Nurses” a 
success.
